FIRE CALLS 1991 During the final period we received 29 calls which were 1 barn 
fire, 4 car fires, 1 compressor fire, 3 chimney fires, 1 gas cylinder fire, 
2 kitchen fires, 1 call ta furniture on fire in an outbuilding at Godswell House, 
Bloxham, 1 call to flooding in Horn Hill House, Barford, 5 false alarms with good 
intent, & false alarms on automatic systems and 2 calls to stand by at other fire 
stations, Total numbers of calls for the year was 239, which was 77 less than 1990, 
FIRE CALLS 1992 2 house fires, 1 shed fire, 1 rubbish bin on fire, 1 road traffic 
accident, 1 small fire at Foscote Hospital, 2 chinmey fires, 2 roof fires, 3 calls 
to re-inspect property following earlier fires, 1} false alarm with good intent and 
4 false alarms on automatic systems, This makes 19 calls so far this year, 
THE ODD FIRE or should I say THE ODDY FIRE! I am sure you will all have heard haw 
Nera fiddled while Rome burned, well here the customers drank and dined while the 
roof burnt - at the King's Arms, Deddington on 17, 18 and 19 January, And if the 
armchair firefighter critics read Station Officer Hoar's item below, they may 
understand why the fire service spent so long at this fire,

IT'S ONLY A CHIMNEY FIRE by Alan Hoar, Station Commander, Banbury 


The residents of Deddington were prebably aware of a flurry of Fire Service 
activity around the Kings Arms in the Horsefair during the weekend of 17, 18 and 193 
January, The cause of all this activity? - ONLY a chimney fire - well not quite! 


A call for the Brigade to extinguish a chimney fire used ta be a daily accurrence 
for mast stations, However, the frequency of this type of call has diminished with 
the decline in popularity of solid fuel open fires, It is probably the past 
frequency of this type of incident which has led to the public perception af their 
insignificance, Te firefighters, however, a chimney fire can be as difficult an 
incident te deal with as anything they may encounter, On most accasions they are 
dealing with problems they cannet see, 


The incident at the Kings Arms is no better example of this, Extinguishing the fire 
within the flue was relatively straightforward, Nevertheless the crew set about 
their dirty, sweaty task with their usual enthusiasm and professionalism, It became 
clear early on that this incident was going ta be anything but straightforward, 
Smoke was issuing from all parts of the flue as aging mortar joints failed in the 
intense heat, The attic and first floor sitting room became smoke logged and our 
thoughts turned towards structural timbers, Buildings of this age often have less 
than conventional methods of censtruction with beams in close proximity to flues 
and combustible material used as cavity infill, Over the years structural timber 
may experience a "pyrophoric™ reaction, this means that its moisture content, which 
gives it an element of fire resistance, is reduced or removed, its density is 
remeved often by ret ar insect infestation and the temperature at which it will 
ignite and burn is reduced ta extremely low levels, This is what we believe 
eccurred at the Kings Arms, Two structural timbers were buried deep within the 
cavity fill materials between two stone walls, These had been smouldering for a 
long time before being ignited fully by the radiated and conduc ted heat from the 
chimney fire, The second timber remained undetected, even to a thermal image 
camera, until it ignited the reofing felt on Saturday lunchtime, Fartunately, both 
fires were extinguished very quickly and were not allowed toa spread, However, the 
subsequent removal of roof timbers, slates and stcmework, necessary ta ensure ne 
further smouldering timbers remained, have left their mark on an historic old 
building, These will be repaired and the building, I'm sure, restored ta its former 
glory - it could, however, have been very different! 


So next time you hear of Deddington's firefighters attending 4 chimney fire, it may 
not be as routine as you think, or perhaps you could pop inte the Kings Arms and 
suggest to Nigel or Sue that it was ONLY a chimney fire, (SEE ALSO PAGE 4,1]

}ith JANUARY - Poor Holford was in bed with a cald and had 6 leeches on his 
temples, Mr Churchill called to ask permission for his father to put a tablet in 
the Church to the memory of four children, all of whom died within the space af 
manths I believe, 

TSth JANUARY ~ Sent Edmund Chis groom) to Hempton with some port wine and gin far 
the use of the poor, 

17th JANUARY - Sent for Fritchet and desired him the next time he went to the Board 
ta complain in my name of Mr Hoyle's ¢ the doctor) practising amongst the Union 
patients on the "Homeopathic" system - and to beg he might be ordered ta 
discontinue so treating the patients, 

22nd JANUARY - A person from Leamington called ta know if I would lend him the 
girls' school again for a Temperance lecture - I told him no - especially as he was 
an advocate for the total abstinence system - he had been quite a drunkard, 

24th JANUARY - Left home by the coach with little Betsie far London Con her way to 
school at Brighton for the 2nd time) where we arrived at about 4 o'clack, We walked

25th JANUARY - His Royal Highness the young Prince of Wales was christened this day 
at Windsor, with all the pomp and grandeur becoming his high station, in St 
George's Chapel, by the names of Albert Edward, The King of Prussia acting as chief 
of the sponsers on the occasion having come te England for the express purpose, 
Betsy and I reached Brighton by railroad, I took her to Miss Roberts exactly at & 
o'clock - she kept up her spirits poor dear child wonderfully till just at parting, 
Miss Roberts to whom I paid her till had got a gay supper set out for her Pupils in 
commemoration of the Prince af Wales’ baptism, 

Ist FEBRUARY - The children of the national and Sunday Schools were entertained
